Considerable increase in the Jail) 

ulation of the province is revealed 
in the annual report of the two Al- | 
berta jails at Lethbridge and Fort) 
Saskatchewan, according to the an- 
nual report of these institutions, made | 
available on Thursday by Hon. O. L.| 
McPherson, minister of public works, 
under whose administration the in- 
stitutions are placed. 

The total daily average for the two 
jails for the last year, that is, the 
fiscal year ending March 31, 1929, was 
382.68, as aguinst 303.09 for the pre- 
vious year, thus showing an average 
dally increase in the prison population 
of 80.59. 

At the Fort Saskatchewan jail a 
total of 1,343 prisoners were admit- 
ted and 1,227 discharged. The per- 
centage of increase over the year be- 
fore in the jail population was 38. | 

In this jail, Canadian born head the 
numerical list with 439. Other nation- 
alities were represented as follows: 
English, 112; United States, 99; Aus- 
(ria, 126; Russia, 30;. Ireland, 41;

PROVINCIAL REGULATION? 


The provinces, it is suggested, may de- | 
mand, as a result of the recent shake-up, | 
that brokerage companies operating under 
Dominion charters shall be made subject | 
to provincial regulation. 

The occurrences during recent weeks 
suggest that these agencies should be un- | 
der some very clearly recognized author- 
ity, but they suggest also that the regulat- 
ing can be more effectively done by one 
authority than by many- 

When the Attorney-General of On- 
tario raided the head offices of brokerage 
louses in Toronto and seized cash, books 
and securities, it was only because there 
was a measure of doubt as to the legality 
of his action that interested parties in Al- 
berta and other provinces had a basis for 
their claim to a return of money which 


‘belonged to them or for delivery of securi- 


ties which they had bought. 
Had the Government of Ontario been 
acting within its unquestioned legal rights,

BOLSTERING UP THE MARKET 


The Governments of the three prairie 
provinces have “got under” the market in 
order to prevent a crash in wheat prices. 

The action is unusual, and a technical 
violation of the principle that the public 
credit should not be involved in specula- 
tive operations. 

But the circumstances are also un- 
usual, and when these are taken into ac- 
count, and the consequences of a wheat 
crash are gauged, there is not likely to be 
much fault found with even this kind of 
emergency action to stabilize the situa- 
tion. 

The Wheat Pool has been mainly re- 
sponsible for holding the bulk of last sea- 
son's crop off the world market. The Pool 
made an initial payment of $1.00 a bushel 
to the gel pe who delivered their wheat 
to it. hether the growers get anything 
more depends upon the ultimate selling 
price. 

The banks advanced the $1.00 per 
bushe! paid to the growers on delivery. 
The Pool's arrangement with the banks is 
that the wheat held by the Pool must al- 
ways be worth fifteen per cent more than 
the amount advanced by the banks. 

Wheat prices have been tending down- 
ward.

The 
Pool then would be forced to sell, at what 
prices it could get. If Pool wheat were

TORONTO, Ont, Feb, ¢.—"There ts, 


no doubt about it, the congestion of 
Canada's 1999 wheat crop is a serious 
probiem confronting Canadian rail- 
Ways,” said Sir Henry Thornton, 
chairman of the Canadian National 
Railways, in an interview here Wed- 
nesday. “However, there is nothing 
in either that problem nor in the re- 
cent stock market crashes to give jus- 
tiffable reason for a feeling of depres- 
sion,” 

“The largest problem we have on 
our hands is the marketing and mov- 
ing of last year's crop,” he continued 
“If that question were settled and a 
good many more were settled, we 
would feel a lot eesiet But it ts 
merely a problem Of the moment and 
there is nothing in the situation to 
cause alarm nor to justify any feel- 
ing of depression.” 

Sir Henry declared the same op- 
portunities and the same potential 
values still exist. Caneda will con- 
tinue to make progress and prosper 
and he was confident the phenomena 
which might tend to give rise to alarm 
fre merely passing conditions, “I be- 
Neve, of course, the present is un- 
doubtedly a time for prudence, but 
{t certainly is no time for discourage- 
ment,” he said, 

Commenting on the refinancing of 
the C. N. R., Sir Henry said: “Much 
depends on what the government de- 
cides to do, We have practically com- 
pleted our plans for ratification and 
expect they will get every considera- 
tion when submitted. I have always 
got along well with the new minister 
of Railways, Mr, Crerar, and expect 
he will co-operate.” 

Another, although minor problem, 
eqnfronting equally the railways and 
the people, Sir Henry said, was that 
of the production and transportation 
of coal within Canada. 

“Too many people scem to think 
we can haul coal for nothing,” he 
said.

is extraordinarily unlikely that large 
groups of wild crows should have re- 
mained at Lesser Slave Lake and no- 
where else or, if wild, that they should 
first have been seen ten days after our 
liberations, weeks after the last crow 
had previously been noted in the lo- 
cality. 

An interesting feature of the experi- 
ment has been the protracted period 
involved in the gecords which are still 
arriving. In fact it is evident that 
crows can survive winter conditions in 
Alberta. Not a single bird returned 
to us has shown any signs of starva- 
Uon or loss of weight. By weighing 
numerous individuals, before libera- 
tion, when they were fat and in first 
class condition, we obtained a tangible 
standard of comparison. Incidentally, 
the few birds still in our care, al- 
though receiving a warm meal daily, 
demolish and enjoy carcases of cats 
froven as hard as rock. Some of our! 
crows returned from the north had 
been feeding liberally on berries. 

With regard to the Scientific as-| 
pects of the experiment, these will be | 
fully discussed in forthcoming public- | 
ations in scientific journals. As far 
as migration is concerned, it seems 
reasonably certain that the autumnal 
migration of the crow can be experi- 
mentally reversed, This in itself in- 
volves several new concepts of old 
topics, but the atlempt requires cor- 
roboration. From the viewpoint of 
general biology the implications of the 
results extend far beyond the imme- 
diate confines of migration. 

Events have indicated the desira- | 
bility of repeating the experiment.

POWER PLAN 


Premier Brownlee - Men- 
tions Subject in Debate 
on Throne Speech 


A declaration of the government's | 
policy on the power question will be 
made during the course of the current 
session of the legislature, according to 
a statement made in the house on 
Wednesday by Premier J. E, Brownlee 


fn the course of his address in the de- 
bate on the Speech from the Throne 


Just what this long-awaited pro- 
nounciamento will be he did not indi- 
cate, Speculation is rife on the sub- 
ject and there are not signs wanting 
that the government is prepared to 
embark on a publicly owned power de- 
velopment policy, But that is not yet. 

The Premier's remarks on the sub- 
ject were brief. 

“I do not propose,” he said, “at this 
juncture to deal at length with the 
power question, There will be an op- 
portunity to discuss this subject later 
when the government policy ts to be 
placed before the house.” 

Continuing, he sald that so far as 
he was concerned there were no apolo- 
gies to be made for any delay in for- 
mulating a policy. He thought rather 
than precipitate itself into any com- 
mitments, the government must first 
determine whether it was in # stra- 
tegic position to take advantage of 
any development. 

“It ts a different thing to negotiate 
through another government than to 
settle direct as will be the case in 
the natural resources control,” he eald. 


Government Aids Probe 


Last year the government lent its | 
ald to the city in having a power sur- 
vey made and an extensive report was 
received which could be used in the} 
fotmation of any policy. 

The Premier spoke for one hour | 
and a half, dealing in detail with the 
various criticisms that had been 
directed at the government by previous 
speakers and concluding with a re- 
view of the primary activities of the 
government of the day since its ad-| 
vent to office at the provincial general 
election of 1921. 

He put up a sturdy defence of the 
School Act. He denied accusations 
that the at bain a had lopped off 
sections of the school system and im- 
paired the whole educational scheme. 
He contended that taken all in all 
there were better edycational facilities | 
in the province now than ever before 
and that irrespective .of anything 
critics might say to the contrary, there 
‘were more inspectors functioning than 
there were in 1921, 

The new Schoo] Act was not an 
acknowledgement that the Alberta 
school system was behind those of | 
uther provinces. Rather it was a de- 
claration that the government was de- 
sirous of progressing with the times 
and that the old system, good as it 
was, could be improved upon. 

For his part he would not subscribe 
to the view that because a bill met 
with opposition, that it should be 
relegated to oblivion, Premier G. How- 
ard Ferguson of Ontario, three times 
had introduced into the Ontario 
legislature a bill similar in its provis- 
jons to that of Alberta. Yet on each 
occasion it had been withdrawn in the 
face of opposition because it was felt 
the people were not ready to accept 
it. No government could go ahead of 
its people and ram a legislative mea- 
sure down their throats if they did 
not want it. 

Will Appreciate Bill 

There were signs that the Alberta 
public was awakening to an apprecia- 
tion of the principles and the advant- 
ages of the bill and would continue to 
appreciate it still more as they become 
more educated to it. 

Dealing with the natural resources 
question, he defended the government 
committee of three recently appoint- 
ed to make a survey of the dominion 
administration of the resources, to 
note the workings -f the various de- 

ents and to take cognizance of 
the points of contact with existing 
provincial departments. 

In regard to any policy on land, he 
assured the house that while there 
might be a division of opinion on the 
matter, nothing would be done with- 
out giving the whole matter the most 
serious consideration, There were 
available the best and most active 
brains in the dominion government 
service, for discussion of the problem. 

It would be assumed that the do- 
minion had not been foolish over the 
years in handling the resources, and 
he thought that the province would 
be wise to carry on fram, say July, 
when it was expected the resources 
would be handed over, until the next 
session of the legislature on the do- 
minion legislation, and then the gov- 
ernment could bring down any am- 
endments or recommendations in the

Cabinet Considers Plan To 
Appoint Lecturer, Pre- 
mier Brownlee Says 


Consideration of the appointment 
of an outstanding man, whose duty it 


| would be to visit all schools in the 


province to point out to students the 
evil of the drink habit and to lay the 
foundations for the building up of 
traditions against Nquor consumption, 
was belng given by the cabinet, ac- 
cording to a statement made by Pre- 
mier J. E. Brownlee to a delegation 
from the Alberta Prohibition Assocta- 
tion, which presented a series of reso- 
lutions passed at the recently con. 
cluded convention held in this city. 

The delegation pressed for the pas- 
sage of legislation providing for the 
abolition of all private and licensed 
sale of intoxicating beverages, includ- 
ing sale of beer in parlors, clubs and 
canteens, 

The Premier expressed surprise 
that the delegation had not requested 
that this question be put to the peo- 
ple in the form of a referendum, in- 


stead of asking the government to) 


abolish beer halls without first con- 
sulling the people. He pointed out 
that social evils could not be con- 
trolled by legislative methods. The will 
of the people first must be tested, and 
if the greater majority went in favor 
of specified legislation, the govern- 
ment then had no alternative but to 
bow to the will of the people, 

Irrespective of the personal atti- 
tude of a preinier and his ministers, 
and while a government might be suc- 
ceesful in obtaining a majority in the 
legislature in favor of drastic liquor 
legislation, little of no progress could 
be made if the will of the people was 
found to be diametrically opposed to 
the legislation in question. ’ 

A further request was made to the 
effect that the government, if ible, 
keep a record of the causes of all in- 
juries arising out of accidents, and 
the percentage, if any, with liquor 
as a contributing ¢ause. The Premier 
replied that this would be p iy 
an impossibility. 

In reply to a request that liquor ad- 
vertising be prohibited, the Premier 
stated that he did not prorese 
any change in existing conditions, The 
question had been widely discussed In 
the past and while it was possible ‘for 
the government to enact legislation 
prohibiting appearance of liquor ad- 
vertisements in the Alberta press it 
had no control over papers p ted in 
other provinces circulating in Alberta 
and therefore little would be accom- 
plished. 

Consideration of all representations 
was promised the delegation.

Although arrested in a downtown 
department store with stolen goods in 
her posseasion {he woman, possessed 
of & number Of aliaats, refused to give 
the police any information regarding 
herself, Other papers in her posses- 
sion, however, gave an address at 
Smoky Lake, and the police believe the 
woman & from that section, 

According to officials of some of 
the bigger stores in the city, shop-lift- 
is has reached epidemic proportions 

the past few months, and losses are 
running into thousands of dollars an- 
nually. The majority of those appre- 
hended are women and girls, and the 
great majority of these are foreigners. 
Although as many as four and five | 
shop-lifters are apprehended dally by 
store detectives, ordinary sentences de 
not appear to deter the offenders, and 
the authorities are now prepared to 
take dras‘ic steps to stamp out the 
thefts. It is stated that in all cases 
where the offenders are found to be 
citizens of other countries deportation 
orders will be asked for, ancl that 
those convicted in future will be de- 
ported at the termination of the jail 
sentences imposed 

Leniency Has No Effect 

“Lentency has had no effect, and 
the most drastic punishment will be 
meted out to shop-lifters in future,” 
stated one official, “In the past the 
stores victimized have, in many tnste- 
ances, asked for leniency for the shop- 
lifters, but the situation fs now acute 
and in future no leniency will be 
shown.” ® 

That lack of funds ts not the cause 
of the epidemic is shown by the fact 
that in All cases the offenders, when 
apprehended, offer to make good the 
thefts by paying for the goods being 
apparently sufficiently supplied with 
funds for this purpose, Although 
some of the women have been acting 
independently, in a eas many cases 
{t has been proved that a group of 
foreign women and girls have en 
making systemntic raids on the stores, 
planning their shop-lifting campaigns 
with great ingenuity, and covering up 
the ere of the actual thieves |
